Yokohama suffers severely from having a plethora of news- 
papers, which furnish such conflicting accounts of occurrences 
that the ‘eyes is perplexed which to adopt as the more correct. 
Last night the Gazette startled the town by announcing, in its 
boldest, blackest type,— “Serious Accident to the Empress.— 
7 p.m. :—We stop the press to announce that news has justreached 
us from Tokei of an accident to the Empress. The carriage in 
which she was is broken. Her Majesty was thrown out. The 
horses—the two greys—killed.

No further particulars to hand.” 
This morning’s Daily Advertiser tells a different story, and says 
the Empress was not present on the occasion referred to ; but 
it multiplies the ladies in the carriage to six. The Gazette last 
night killed both the horses, and to show the particularity and 
correctness of its information, stated that they were greys. 

The captain and crew of the P. M. 8.8. Ariel, about sixty- 
seven all told, have arrived in Yokohama, the distance from 
the wreck, some 150 miles, being got over at the rate of twenty- 
five miles a day. 'The party arrived outside Yedo accompanied 
by the Japanese officers. Here they were quartered for the 
night in the dwellings of the inhabitants along the road.

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 14th 
Nov. ; the French mail from London Sept. 26 arrived out on the 
llth Nov. The following items of news are from the Worth 
China Herald :— 

H.M.S. Curlew has left for the Loochoo Islands, to present to 
the King the memento sent him by the British Government in 
recognition of his kindness to tho crew of the Benares. Com- 
mander Church is accompanied on his mission by Mr. Brenan, on 
behalf of H.B.M. Consul, and also, we believe, by an interpreter 
courteously delegated by the Japanese Consul. 

To allay the anxiety of the public for information as to the 
whereabouts of mails, an arrangement has been made between 
the P. and O. agent and the Telegraph Company that, when a 
mail steamer is telegraphed as paasing Cutzlaff, the telegraph flag 
will be hoisted underneath the mail flag at the company’s flagstatt 
on the Bund. 

A number of racing ponies were put up to auction on Friday 
at the Horse Bazaar, and out of 51 about 30 were sold, generally 
the lower priced ones, pedantic as it may seem. The owners 
of some for whom high figures were bid had placed still higher 
reserves on them, so that Ravenshoe, the champion, for instance, 
retired gracefully after receiving the compliment of an offer of 
Tis. 1,300. Report says that the reserve was more than twice 
that amount. Such ponies as Little Billee Tls. 170, Cavalier and 
Comanche Tls. 140, Pride of the Meadow Tls. 130 and Ravens- 
wood and Harebell Tls. 100, were bought in at the prices we 
mention. Among bond fide sales were Monitor Tls. 400, Ivanhoe 
Tis. 180, Sharik Tls. 140, Tally-ho Tis, 110, and Kapelapi and 
Sauve-qui-peut Tls. 100. Most of the others ranged from Tls. 
90 down to Tls, 45, and a few still lower.

Our Hankow correspondent writes that the only excitement 
lately has been a visit from the U. S. steamer Hartford—flagshi 
of Admiral Jenkins, The frigate stayed three days, an 
Admiral Jenkins and his officers were everywhere heartily wel- 
comed. We had several times the pleasure of listening to the 
Admiral’s splendid band, and it was indeed atreat. The Chinese 
seemed to enjoy the sight of such a big ship, and doubtless her 
visit will do good by showing them that such a vessel can come 
up here if required. 

It is not generally known that the Jesuit Fathers at Si-ka-wei 
have lately started an observatory, which, if it grows in propor- 
tion to their other establishments in that neighbourhood, pro- 
mises in time to be an important addition to the scientific insti- 
tutions of Shanghai.

A Newchwang correspondent writes that the British Govern- 
ment have bought Messrs. Knight and Co.’s property for $6,000, 
which seems a good price. Some disappointment is felt that the 
lot already owned by the Government in the British Concession 
is not to be built on.

Judgment. 


I have carofully considered the evidence in this case and the 
judgment of the Court below, and I am of opinion that the judg- 
ment must be partially reversed. 

I think there is clear evidence that the original written agree- 
ment, which expired in 1869, was varied in its terms by the sub- 
sequent parole agreement entered into between the parties. It is 
a simple question of evidence, viz., to which of them credence is 
to be given, and I am clearly of opinion that the weight of testi- 
mony 1s in favour of the appellant. And I even go further, and 
say that, on the whole of the evidence, it is his story that is to be 
believed, and not that of the respondent. If a man puts forward 
a claim so extravagant as the present claim, and supports it with 
80 little evidence, he must take the consequence of the suspicion 
which naturally attaches to the whole of his ease ; and I entirely 
coucur in that portion of the reasous for the judgment which re- 
cites that by “an apparent acquiescence in Mr. Forster’s plans, 
the respondent has allowed the appellant to remain under the 
Impression that the respondent had given his full and unqualified 
Consent to a reduction of his salary to 85,000.” I disallow, there-

fore, the first items mentioned in the judgment, viz., the salary 
and mess allowance from Ist January, 1870, to 28th of February, 
1871. 

In the same way I disallow the second item of $661.66 in 
respect of a commission at 24 per cent. from Ist January, 1870, 
to 28th of February, 1871. 

I allow the sum of $650, mentioned in the third item, for 
extra mess allowance of $50 a month, from lst of December, 
1868, to 31st of December, 1869. 

T allow the sum of $2,057.55 commission at 2} per cent. on the 
gross receipts of the steamtug Woosung, less the sum of 3042 in 
respect of bills for commission for repairs, coal, &e., done and 
furnished to the said tug, from June, 1866, to Feb., 1871, not so 
much on the principle that, by the agreement of the 28th of 
Oct., 1863, such a percentage was clearly agreed upon, as upon 
the evidence of a subsequent expressed intention of the appellant 
that he would allow the respondent such a commission. I am at 
a loss to understand upon what basis the item of $1,500 for 
interest and costs is allowed to the respondent. Taking the ver- 
dict as it stands, he would clearly not be entitled, according to 
any scale of fees, to such anamount. He sued the appellant for 
an amount far exceeding what he recovered. The costs would 
not properly, according to scale, exceed $500, and this sum I am 
willing to allow him. The verdict will therefore stand for 
$2,105, including interest and costs. As the judgment of the 
Court is only partially reversed, I order each party to pay their 
own costs of this appeal. 





FOOCHOW. 

The Herald reports that on the 8th November a most succeas- 
ful launch of the thirteenth ship constructed at the Arsenal 
took place. She is a steam transport of 150-horse power nomi- 
nal, and carries an armament of three cannon, one a pivot gun, 
64-pounder, and two broadside ones, 40-pounders. The principal 
dimensions are as follows :—Length from night heads to taffrail, 
227ft. ; length between perpendiculars, 201ft. ; extreme breadth 
from outside planking, 32ft. 10in. ; depth of hold from beam to 
skin, 17ft.; part of area of midship section immersed, 318ft. ; 
mean draft of water, llft. 6in.; displacement, 1,259 tons ; 
diameter of four bladed screw propeller, 11ft. 10in. ; carrying 
capacity of coal bunkers, 120 tons. The keel was laid on the 
24th February, 1873, and she has been built entirely under the 
direction of Chinese foremen and workmen, taught at the Arsenal. 
With the exception of the crooks, which are made of Manila 
wood, the other parts are all teak. She was launched with all 
her machinery complete, and will be ready for sea by the end of 
December, which gives ten months in all for the construction 
and armament of the steamer. It is the same description of 
vessel as No. 12, constructed and launched a short time since, 
and which made twelve knots per hour; this steamer has 
latterly been used to transport merchandise. There are two 
more in the course of construction, which will shortly be 
launched. ; 


HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail reach to the 20th Nov. 
items are from the Daily Press :— 

The fire of which an alarm was given turns out to have been 
on board the American ship Merom, lying at Wanchi, loaded 
with coals, It appears the captain experienced a strong gascous 
smell, but deeming that it arose from the nature of the coals 
only, took no notice of it. On Sunday, whilst on board another 
ship, his cabin was closed ; the hatches being closed also confined 
the smell, and on returning on board at nine P.M., and opening 
the cabin, he found it to De filled with smoke, and very dense. 
He at once gave the alarm, and sent for the steamer Fame to 
tow him over to Kowloon, if necessary. Every endeavour was 
made to find out the whereabouts of the fire. It was eventually 
ascertained that the coals were on fire about the fore hatch, and 
it was supposed on the ’tween decks ; water was poured down, 
and the water police arrived. The steam-tug Fame got alongside, 
ard laid by. After assistance came the greater part of the fire was 
deadened, and by morning nothing but confined smoke was seen ; 
still the anchors were hove short, ready to slip in case of asudden 
break out, which was expected. The Jferom arrived}here on the 
7th, and it is rumoured amongst her crew that the coals had 
been smouldering the last three weeks. 

The British ship Albert Victor reports, left London on 12th 
June; had light moderate weather down Channel to the 
Equator ; crossed on 18th July, in long. 25 W.; had fine weather 
to 4th August, when it became _ boisterous, Serer nee 
strong Westerly winds to the meridian of the Cape of 
Hope ; on 15th, passed, in lat, 39.30 S., where experienced very 
Gd weather and strong gales from the S.W. and W., with heavy 
cross sea, straining the ship, doing small damage and shifting 
caro, lasting to the beginning of September ; on the 16th made 
Sandlewood Island, and passed into the Ombay passage ; having 
got half through, laid there becalmed 40 days, drifting about in the 
currents ; on the 24th October, passed through the Manipa pas- 
sage ; on the 2kth, passed out of Gillolo ; on November 
Ist, passed the Pellews ; from the 4th to 9th was on the Western 
side of a heavy typhoon. The ship was laid to, with tarpauling 
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in mizen rigging, when lost a new main topsail, had a heavy 
cross mountainous sea ; passed the Bashee Islands on the 15th ; 
from the 9th had heavy N.E. monsoon to arrival. 


A great mystery has arisen on H.M.S. Princesss Charlotte, in 
‘consequence of the senior lieutenant being missed from on 
board. It appears he was last seen leaving his cabin in his night 
clothes, and nothing more has been heard of him. _ Fearing he 
may have got drowned in some way, the boats of the ship were 
dragging round the vessel during the day. We regret to stute 
that nothing had been heard of him. 


Foreien ATTAcHMENT.—Landstein v. the King of Annen.— 
The Attorney-General, instructed by Messrs. Sharp and Toller, 
for the plaintiff. Mr. Kingsmill, instructed by Messrs, Cald- 
well and Brereton, for the defendant. In this case plaintiff 
sought to uphold the attachment of a steamer called the Dang 
Wee in this harbour, the property oft he King of Annam, 
for certain sums aggregating about $300,000, alleged to be 
due from him. Some technical preliminary points were 
discussed, and it was finally decided to adjourn the case to 
Monday next, at 11 a.m., Mr. Kingsmill undertaking in the 
meantime to draw up his application for staying the writ ; upon 
the grounds, first, that the vessel was a man of war; and, 
secondly, that if it was doubtful whether she had the status of 
a man-of-war, the other side could not go into the merits of the 
case until this point had been decided by the diplomatic 
authorities.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 28th Nov. We take the following items 
from the Straits Times :— 

The Government Gazette contains fresh notifications. Captain 
Dunlop is positively appointed superintendent of police at 
Penang, vice Capt. Speedy, from 28th July last. Under Ordi- 
nance IX, of 1873, the Acting Master Attendant, Mr. J. Baxter, 
and the Acting Deputy Master Attendant, at Singapore, and the 
Acting Harbour Master, and Mr. Eaglesham, at Penang, are 
appointed shipwright surveyors; and Messrs. W. Hargreaves 
and R. H. Smith, of Singapore, engineer surveyors and examiners. 
Besides these notices, the Guzette publishes a Board of Trade 
notification, giving instructions to British officers and Consuls 
abroad with regard to reports of wrecks and casualties, which 
are complained of as incorrect and incomplete,-—and the rules for 
the India Civil Service Examinatjon for 1874, which are to take 
place in London on the 24th March next. 


Mr. Edward F. Thomas, late of Liverpool, has been duly ad- 
mitted an advocate and attorney of the Supreme Court of the 
Straits Settlements, and taken the oath of allegiance. 

His Highness the Maharajah of Johore has entertained his Ex- 
cellency Sir Andrew and Lady Clarke at dinner. The entertain- 
ment was a great success, Speeches were made by both the 
Maharajah and the Governor, at which, we are informed, Sir 
Andrew Clarke shadowed out the policy intended to be pursued 
by this Government towards the native chiefs in unmistakable 
terms, 


The telegraph maintenance steamer Agnes, which left to repair 
the cable between this and Penang, has succeeded in completing 
the repairs and restoring communication. We are sorry to learn 
that there is only too plain evidence that the cable was fouled by 
a ship’s anchor, and afterwards deliberately cut through with an 
axe, We are informed by Mr. Fuller, the manager, that the 

ieces of the cable, distinctly showing the marks of the axe, will 
ke at the Telegraph-office for inspection. 


SOOLOO PIRATES, 


The Spaniards on the north and the Dutch on the south of 
the Eastern Archipelago systematically operate with more or less 
success in endeavouring to extirpate piracy in those almost un- 
known parts of a very rich commercial field. Their experience 
in pirate hunting, ever accompanied with much trouble and 
danger, owing to the natural difficulties of the navigation of 
those parts and to the determined and ferocious character of the 
Tilanun and Sooloo pirates, appear to have influenced them in 
making “short shrift” with those marauders when they are 
fortunate enough to. capture them. 


The stringent measures that the Commander General of the 
Navy of the Philippine station is at pet adopting for the sup- 
pression of these desperadoes should not be considered too harsh 
when their treacherous and blood-thirsty character is considered. 
At this juncture, when redress is being sought by the Spanish 
Colonial Government—it is well to call toremembrance that the 
British Government have an outstanding account still un- 
settled in that quarter with the pirates of Tawi-Tawi. The blood 
of countrymen ruthlessly shed by these villains is still unavenged, 
and many of the older residents in the Straits will recollect the 
‘capture of the Dolp/in, and the futile attempt made hy the expe- 
dition under Captain Massey, in H.M.S. Cleopatra, to punish 
the murderers,

SHananar.—aA rather active business had been dono in Grey Shirt- 
ings during the week ; for almost all descriptions slightly better rates 
had been obtainable, and the market at the close was decidedly strong. 
White Shirtings had also met a ready sale at better rates. T-Cloths 
continued to attract but very little attention, and values were nominally 
unaltered. Prices of Drills still tended downwards ; 1510. English had 
been obtainable at Tis. 2.4.5. to 2.5.5. per piece. For English Jeans 
a good demand had continued at previous rates. In American Sheet- 
ings 78 bales, consisting principally of “Indian Head,” were reported 
to have been sold at T's.

RANGOON AND WESTERN CHINA. 
(BRADFORD OBSERVER. ) 

M. Lesseps had only completed the Suez Canal when a great oppor- 
tunity in the North drew him away from his inchoate project for 
splashing the Sahara with sea-water. The Russians had made a vow 
to conquer Khiva, and M. Lesseps immediately broached the project of 
connecting St. Petersburg with Calcutta by an unbroken railway line. 
The Indian railway from Calcutta to Peshawur, and the new Siberian 
line which connects St. Petersburg with Catherinenburg, in the Ural— 
for the original scheme of starting from Orenburg has been abandoned 
—form two large instalments of the projected route. Not only is M. 
yore sanguine about a work which will give him employment for all 

he remainder of his life, but the Russian Government show an un- 
flinching determination to carry out the project by national funds, 
should the company scheme fail, as, indeed, fail it must. The 
capital, whether raised by a company or in the shape of another 
Russian loan, will, we may be sure, be mostly got in London. The 
Russians want their Central Asian line for consolidating and mili- 
tary purposes. It is nut necessary after the lessons of the Franco- 
German war to discuss the strategical value of railway lines. The 
energy of the Russians in this matter contrasts strongly with the apathy 
of Englishmen in regard to the project of opening up railway commu- 
nication with Western China from the British province of Pegu. Cap-

But yet we 
have done a trifle. Captain Sprye says in this last circular of his that 
with schemes varying from his own, provided they are practicable, he 
can have no contention. Let whoso will lay down the route the idea 
was his, and of that property at least he cannot be deprived. The Mus- 
sulmen Panthays have failed to establish an independent Government ; 
but as far as our interests are concerned it does not much matter 
whether our line should pierce the great Chinese Empire, or touch upon 
a new Moslem State. The Indian authorities do not dispute the com- 
mercial importance of the scheme; they merely oppose alternative 
schemes, and refuse to proceed with any one. 

The Duke of Argyll replied to the deputation from the Chambers of 
Commerce—“ That it was an English or Imperial project, not an In- 
dian one ; that it was to benefit the United Kingdom, not India ; that 
filling the Ministerial office he did, it was his duty to protect the people 
of India, who were very poor, from all unjust imposts; and that the 
railways in India did not pay the guaranteed dividends within a mil- 
lion and a half sterling.” The last plea was not needed. The project 
is Imperial or English, rather than Indian. The Calcutta authorities 
do not, we think, entertain plans of annexation ; but they do hope to 
radiate forth lines from the Indian capital in all directions ; and one of 
these is through our tca-producing province of Assam to Western 
China. India enjoys a sort of monopoly in the middle trade with the 
Far East ; that is to say, the merchants of Calcutta, Madras, and Bom- 
bay go with Indian produce to China and Japan, and receive products 
of these countries in exchange, which they again sell to the English 
merchants. The Suez Canal has strengthened this middle monopoly, 
and the construction of the railway would weaken it again, and make 
the route round the Cape once more the preferable one in regard to 
goods not immediately wanted. Since Captain Sprye wrote his letter 
in the beginning of last month, a great calamity has fallen on India, 
which will strain its credit and resources for many years to come. But 
let us give full cffect to the plea that this railway is not an Indian but 
an English or Imperial project, and then the course of action will be 
cleared of many difficulties. It is so discreditable for us to keep _talk- 
ing always about the project and really doing nothing to accomplish it, 
that unless we make up our minds to make it at once an Imperial un- 
dertaking and resolve to carry it out forthwith, we should drop it al- 
together, and leave China or Burmah or the Shan chiefs, or some State 
yet to be evolved by conquest or revolution, to heir Captain Sprye’s 
idea, and convert it into means of wealth and power.

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COURT OF CHANCERY.—VICE-CHANCELLORS’ COURTS. 
THE IMPERIAL LAND COMPANY OF MARSEILLES V. MASTERMAN AND OTHERS. 

This suit was instituted in February, 1870, by the liquidator of the 
company, with a view of fixing Messrs. Masterman, Friihling, and 
Goschen, and others with a liability to contribute towards the repay- 
ment of the losses sustained by the company in connection with their 
purchase of the Joliette Estate, near Marseilles, and the plaintiffs now 
took out a summons to obtain an order of the Court requesting the 
President and Judges of the Tribunal Civil de Premiere Instance de 
Department do la Seine, sitting at Paris, to accept a commission from 
the Court of Chancery to delegate one or more Judges of the Tribunal 
who should be charged to proceed to an inquiry in the form of French 
Civil procedure in the cause, and in consequence to summon and hear 
all witnesses residing in the Department of the Seine who might be 
required on the part either of the plaintiffs or defendants, upon cer- 
tain allegations stated in the summons having reference to the matters 
in issuc in the suit. The summons further asked that if the President 
and Judges would accept the commission it should issue, that neither 
the commissioners thereunder nor any person employed by them in 
taking the depositions should be required to take an oath, and that the 
examinations so taken should, when reduced into writing and authenti- 
cated, be transmitted to the Court of Chancery and read at the hearing 
of the cause. The application was one of a novel and important 
nature, and the case is, we believe, the first one in which the Court of 
Chancery has departed from its ordinary practice of appointing a special 
examiner to take the evidence when the witnesses to be examined are 
resident abroad. It will be scen that the ground of the decision in 
this case was, there were unwilling witnesses to be examined, and that 
a special examiner would have no power to compel the attendance and 
take the evidence of an unwilling witness. 

Vice-Chancellor Sir R. Malins, said that the cause in which this 
application was made was one of great importance to the parties con- 
cerned, being instituted to establish a liability of large amount upon 
an eminent firm of merchants, and involving questions of character. 
It was also one in which both sides agreed that certain evidence must 
be taken in France.

SIR RICHARD MACDONNELL ON THE ASHANTEE WAR. 
Sir Richard Graves Macdonnell, the late Governor of Hong Kong, 
has delivered an address, at the Cambridge Reform Club, on the origin 
of the present war on the Gold Coast, and the lessons its causes afford 
for our future policy. He said: Amongst the claims of the Kings of 
Ashantee to a sovereignty over any part of the coast around the British 
and Dutch forts none were more consistently asserted, and with, ap- 
parently, a more reasonable amount of foundation, than the claims 
based on his right to what were known as the “notes,” held by dif- 
ferent tribes and chiefs in the vicinity of those forts, and, in fact, the 
territory finally included in the English Protectorate. Those notes 
were originally acknowledgments from the old trading companies, 
Dutch and English, of annual stipends payable to certain chiefs for 
encouragement of trade, and when the companies were afterwards 
superseded by the representatives of the English and Dutch Govern- 
ments respectively, the payments promised under those notes were 
continued. Now the Kings of Ashantec from time to time had made 
various conquests over most of the Kings along the coast, and as they 
conquered each chief they seized and held whatever notes were pay- 
able to the conquered, and claimed, as holding them, to receive the an- 
nual stipends which they represented. The English Government in 1817 
admitted the principle, and promised that the king should even receive 
an addition, making it in the whole equal to about £250 per month, 
In a similar manner, the present King represented in a letter of Nov., 
1870, when informed of the proposed transfer of the Elmina fort to 
the English from the Dutch, that the fort had, from what he called time 
immemorial, paid tribute ; and, therefore, he hoped Elmina would not be 
included in the change. He further instanced, in proof of Ashantee being 
responsible for all that concerned that part of the country, that the 
Dutch having a claim against a certain king of Denkeri, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Elmina, for £9,000, on account of goods purchased by the 
said king but not paid for, the Ashantee Government whilst assuming 
the rights of the conquered, had also admitted their responsibilities 
and had paid that debt to the Dutch, and therefore he hoped that 
Elmina would not be included in the transfer. In 1871, for similar 
reasons, he expressed his disagreement to the transfer. It is not very 
easy to analyse the exact value which the King of Ashantee put on 
these notes, when the small pecuniary amount which they represented 
was coinpared with his own resources. They seem to have been in his 
eyes a sort of “gree-gree” or fetish charm, It would appear also 
that the European forts were the main depots of goods and centres of 
trade, and as influence with such depots is a main object of contention 
among rival African tribes, the holding a “book” or agreement from 
a fort was no doubt regarded by the King of Ashantee as an equivalent 
to establishing a lien on such forts, which secured to him a free 

and access for his subjects to the market and stores there. Closely 
connected as he had been for a long period with the chiefs and natives 
of Elmina, as well as with the Dutch, whose fort the kings of Ashan- 
tee had regarded as their principal gate to the sca, I think it might 
have been as well to have taken extra, and, above all, early precautions 
to conciliate him, and ensure his acquiescence when transferring that 
fort to the English flag. 

It is almost certain that many blessings have followed our presence on 
the Coast, though they may have been sadly marred by the disastrous 
effects of the climate. The slave trade has been almost entirely put 
down by our presence on the West Cuast—(applause)—I mean the 
export of slaves, and not of slavery, which, as a domestic institution, is 
a very different thing. The means of constructing a simple but strong 
financial and executive authority over the Protectorate will have been 
infinitely increased by the course of events as compared with any 
former years, Therefore, though I prefer retiring from the Gold 
Coast to the maintenance of disorder and interruption of trade under 
the protection of the English flag, I cannot but think that the leasons 
of the past and the augmented facilities in the future, are so much in 
our favour as to make any abandunment of our post now a serious 
national dereliction of duty. I also think that beyond the maintenance 
of order and complete security for trade, we should profess to aim at 
little. Better to retire than again to proclaim that we do not under- 
take with high hand and by force to put down robbery, pillaging, and 
kidnapping beneath the shadow of our flag, which our Government 
recently said we should not attempt. By retiring, at least we might 
save our money, and better, our reputation. I am convinced that per- 
fect freedom of trade communication between the interior and the 
coast would soon win for us general confidence and friendship. If we

Cases had 
been cited to him where, under the statute 1 Will. IV., ch. 22, the 
Courta of Common Law had directed a commission to issue to the 
Judges of a foreign Court to examine witnesses there. It was said that 
those cases were especially upon that statute, but on referring to that 
statute it appeared only to give the Common Law Courts the power 
which the Court of Chancery possessed long befure—i.e., the power of 
=e ing witnesses abroad. The Court of Chancery had then, in his 
opinion, the power to do what the Courts of Law had done in those 
cases, and having evidence that the French Courts would accept the 
commission, he thought the course proposed by the plaintiffs was the 
best possible course, and he should direct the commission to issue. He 
would not, however, now decide upon the precise form the commission 
was to take, nor its details ; those would have of course to be consi- 
dered before the commission went. 
COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
SMITH V. GELLATLY. 

This was an action by the plaintiff, who is an engineer at Millwall, 
to recover damages against the defendant, who is one of the firm of 
Messrs. Gellatly, Hankey, Sewell, and Co., the well-known shipbrokers, 
for an alleged false and fraudulent representation by him that the 
mortgagee of a ship called the Ferdinand de Lesseps would not enforce 
his power of sale under the mortgage until the cxpense of certain re- 
pairs to her had been paid out of the outward and homeward freights 
of a voyage from London to Calcutta and back. The action was tried 
by Mr. Justice Blackburn and a special jury. . 

In September the Ferdinand de Lesscps required certain repairs to 
be done to her, and an outfit and equipment provided, which would 
have cost a considerable sum of money. These repairs had been com- 
menced, but were suspended because she was mortgaged to a Mr. Park, 
who had power under the mortgage to seize and sell her, if certain in- 
stalments of his debt were not paid from time to time, and the trades- 
men therefore declined to proceed with the work. A meeting of the 
tradesmen who were to do the repairs, &c., including the plaintiff, was 
called at Messrs. Gellatly and Co.'s office, and the defendant there pro- 
duced a written memorandum, by which, in consideration that Mr. 

’ Park, the mortgagee, undertook not to enforce his power of sale for 
four months as to two instalments of his debt, and for those instal- 
ments to take the owner’s bill at four months from the date of the 
meeting, the tradesmen agreed to proceed with the equipment and 

ir of the vessel. This memorandum was initialed by the plaintiff 
and the other tradesmen, and the terms of it Mr. Park had fulfilled. 
But the plaintiff and others of the tradesmen present alleged that they 
had been induced to sign by Mr. Gellatly’s assurance that this was only 
a provisional memorandum to be embodied in a more formal instru- 
ment, and that he was authorised by Mr. Park to say that the powers 
under the mortgage would not be enforced by him at all until after the 
tradesmen had been paid out of the freight. Ultimately the vessel 
was sold by the mortgagees,and the tradesmen were unable to obtain pay- 
ment from the owner, who suspended payment. However, after the 
plaintiff and several witnesses had been called on his behalf to state 
what occurred at the meeting, his Lordship intimated a strong opinion 
that the charge of fraud could not possibly be sustained ; and as the 
jury coincided in that view, the plaintiff's counsel elected to be non- 


suited. 
COURT OF BANKRUPTCY. 
RE BOWLES BROS. 
An adjourned sitting was held in this case on the 23rd inst., before 
istrar Roche. Mr. Jones, who attended for the trustee, stated that 
Robert C. M. Bowles was the only partner in the firm who had surren- 
dered to the adjudication here. The debts were roughly estimated at 
£80,000, with assets in various parte amounting to £15,000 or £20,000, 
which were chiefly held by the syndic in Paris and the trustee of the 
estate in America. When the case was last before the Court, Mr. 
Stevens, the trustee in America, attended, and made a sort of proposal 
on behalf of Mr. Appleton, one of the partners, with the view to a 
gencral arrangement being effected ; but, unfortunately, Mr. Appleton 
had since withdrawn the proposal.

without artillery, it is evident that their best strategy would be to 
retreat to their own country, and compel us to follow. No doubt, 
therefore, matters are at present ina critical and anxivus position ; 
but, as you may have gathered, my own opinion is that we should be 
prepared to hear of severe lusses from the climate. Though we may 
have to pay a heavy price for it, I cannot doubt of ultimate success ;

RECRUITING IN INDIA FOR THE ATCHINESE ARMY. 

The Pall Mull Gazette remarks that the Supreme Government of 
India, in addition to its labours of internal adininistration, finds itself 
gradually becoming invested with all the outward responsibilities of a 
great empire to its neighbours, Thus it has been found necesstry to 
introduce in the Legislative Council a Bill to prevent the natives being 
enlisted under false pretences—for such a service, for instance, as that 
of the Sultan of Atchin, at the risk of offending the Dutch and possibly 
leaving us liable for a new set of constructive damayes. Mr, Hob- 
house, in proposing the measure, showed that the Foreign Enlistine t 
Act would not at all apply, except in the case of the recruiting being 
made avowedly fur the enemy of the Dutch. It seems that persons 
had actually been going about the country beating up for recruits for 
service abroad, and the Advocate-General had given it as his vpinion 
that neither the Act already mentioned nor the Einigration Act could 
be employed lawfully to stop them ; for although the reernits were 
gving, suspicivusly enough, as it would seem, to the Straits of Malacca, 
they were declared to be solely for the pulice service of the Rijah of 
Larvvt, an independent potentate in that quarter. Believing this story 
to be proved, the Governinent. after some detention, allowed the re- 
cruits to go, having indeed no legal right at present to act otherwise. 
It considered it necessary, however, after this athur, that power to stop 
all reeruiting whatever by foreign States within our territories should 
be given. 

THE CENTRAL ASTATIC RATLWAY SCHEME, 

The following letter, dated Paris, (th ult. from M. de Les:eps ts 
General Kaufmann has been published at Berlin. 

Sir,—By the order of his Majesty the Emperor, perinission has been 
granted to my son and Mr, Cattaro to survey the land in Central Asia 
for the project of a railroad between Russia and British India, Since 
that time the Russian Government has begun surveys on its own terri- 
tories lying in those regions, and T have therefore preferred entering 
into negotiations with England. On the occasion of your present stay 
in St. Petersburg, I take the liberty of delivering you a copy of my 
letter to Earl Granville. My firin conviction is that a railroad con- 
necting Europe’ with India will bring as much profit to England as 
Russia, and render both Powers capable of extending their influence 
also on those countries which separate at present their Asiatic posses- 
sions. Russia, which does not shun any sacrilice for spreading civilis- 
ation in those distant lands, will without doubt show herself inclined 
to any exertions for the attainment of this purpose. [should esteem 
it as the greatest favour, even almost as a success, if your Excellency 
would have the kindness tu bestow sume attention to my plans. After 
80 Many conquerors who vanquished those countries only to ruin them, 
your Excellency is the first who, in the name of your most august 
monarch, has subdued them in order to save them from barbarism, and 
to introduce them to civilised life. The including of those nearly un- 
known countries in the net of the great Central Asiatic Railway will 
serve as preliminary steps for your design. The railway will not only 
provo a powerful lever fur the development of the inhabitants, but will 
also open to Russia new markets, and become a boundle-< soaree of riches, 
In consequence of such wlyantezes which the new line of communic ition 
will yield, especially for the important inland markets of Nischni 
Novgorod and Moscow, and at the same time for the industry of the 
Ural, I have addressed inyself to Count Bobrinski (Ministre des 
Travaux Publics), begging him to communicate to ine the result of his 
present surveys, and principally of that dine that branches off in 
Ekatarinenburg from the Nischeyorod Tjumense line projected by 
Colonel Bogdanowicz, and detinitely fixed from Troitzk, Sara-Ssu_ to 
Taschkend, I have now the honour of besuing your Excellency to 
kindly assist by your support my son and Mr, Cattare, as soon as they 
havesuccecded in beginning their work in the provinces under your 
administration.—I remain, &e., &e., Ferpinand Lessers. 


THE LOSS OF THE “NORTHELEET.” 

The official report on the loss of the Nordt/leet has heen issued. It 
states that in the course of the inquiry the Court entered very fully 
into the equipment of the Northiect, and from a most minute 
and searching investigation it ascertained that every precaution had 
been taken by the emigration authorities to ensure the coinfort and 
anfety of the emigrants. The Court, while considering the possibility 
of improving the means of safety in these ships, directed its attention 
more particularly to the subject of boats, their muinber, capacity, and 
stowage. In strict accordance with legislative enactment, the Worthdleet 
had her full complement, but that number was lunentably dispropor- 
tioned to the 379 persons on board. Of this number 142 only ceuld 





they were so stowed ag to be unavailable in a sudden emergency. The 
nautical assessors are of opinion that some better mode of berthing 
boats might be devised than that of stowing them on skids over the 
quarter-deck and between the main rigging. They are fully aware of 
the difficulty of carrying a number of buats on davits in a sailing ship, 
but they see no reason why sume of them should not be stowed be- 
tween the main and fore masts, where they would be more acces- 
sible ; and they suggest this to the consideration of the intelligent 
officers of the emigration department. It is much to be desired 
that the number of emigrants should be less disproportioned to 
the carrying capacity of the boats, for although in Government 
troopships and men-of-war the boats may not be sufficient to ac- 
commodate their large complement of men, the order and disci- 
pline that prevail enable them to avail themselves of such means 
of safety as they possess. The terrible catastrophe the Court has under 
conaideration may, it is hoped, be classed, in all its appalling circum- 
stances, a3 exceptional ; but there are other dangers to which ships are 
exposed, and when the paucity of room in the boats might be severely 
felt. To the subject of danger signals the attention of the Court was 
also directed, but the opinions elicited as to the description or the best 
mode of using them were so conflicting that it is better to leave the 
matter in the hands of the Board of Trade. Some comments having 
been made to the effect that, though the disaster occurred within two 
miles and a half of our own coast, and in the vicinity of a coastguard 
and lifeboat station, no assistance had been rendered by them, the 
Court inquired into the circumstances, and ascertained that as soon as 
the signals of distress were made out, the coastguard on patrol hastened 
to the battery to give the alarm, but before he reached the station the 
signals had ceased—the ship had disappeared. The Court cannot con- 
clude its report without adverting to the fact that, of the two boats 
that left the ship—each calculated to contain thirty persons — one 
saved but nineteen lives, two of whoin only were females ; and, with- 
out offering any special comment on this circumstance, the Court cannot 
but think that the old regulation by which masters of Government 
troop and convict ships were prohibited from carrying their wives to 
sea with them was a wise aud wholesome one. 





The Times publishes a letter from its correspondent in Rangoon as 
follows :—News has just arrived that the through route between Bur- 
mah and China has already been re-opened. Some consignments of 
orpiment from Taleefoo have reached Bhamo, and the traders who were 
in charge say that large quantities of this article and of silk from Se- 
chucn are being brought over and unvy be expected shortly. This un- 
mistakably proves the vitality of this old commercial route. The very 
first dry season atter the recovery of Yunan by the Chinese, trade 
resnines its traditional course, and we may safely predict that the cir- 
cumstances under which the trade may be developed are now more 
favourable than at any previous period. But the opportunity should 
net be neglected, There is no doubt that commercial competition will 
before long spring up between the Bhamo route and the new route, 
which the French have secured by the Sonkoi valley. 

Under the regulations laid down on the establishment of the Reyal 
Nayal College, Greenwich, acting sub-licutenants and acting navigating 
sub-licuteuauts, having passed in seamanship bebween Uctober 14 and 
November 10, aud who pass the gunnery examination on board the 
gunnery ship Excellent, at Portsmouth, will join the Royal Naval 
College on the 17th proximo. Any officer failing to obtain a certificate 
on board the Excellent or at the Royal Naval College, at the examin- 
ation at which he is duc, may be re-examined at the end of a further 
month's study in cither case. 

THE Society for the Development of Commerce and Industry at St. 
Petersburg has discussed M. de Leaseps'’s Central Asiatic project, and 
thinks that Eugland’s participation is very problematical, the Constanti- 
nople and Calcutta line being more advantageous. Without England 
the project loses its importance. For Russia a more important project 
than Te s would be the connection with Northern China by the 
Siberian Railway, without which Russia could never meet onan equal 
footing English commerce in Chinese markets. 

After ten years’ service Rear-Admiral Richards has resigned the post 
of Hydrographer of the Admiralty A successor has not yet been 
named, It is stated that he will be nade a K.C.B. Captain Georgo 8. 
Nares, now in command of H.ALS. Challenger, ig named as the probable 
successor of Rear-Adiniral Richards. 

Tur Modeste, screw corvette, will be commissioned at Devonport by 
Capt. Ft. Thoinson, on the Ist of January, with a complement of 
220 officers and men, and will be moved into the Dockyard Basin to 
receive her crew, provisions, and stores. She is destined for the China 
Station. 

Conoxkn “ CHINESE” Gonpos, who has accepted from the Khedive 
the leadership of a scientitic expedition into Upper Egypt, is stated to 
have heen furnished by his Highness with a credit of £160,000. 

Revr-AbMInaL Sanganp Osborn, CB. FCS, is, we learn, likely to 
succeed Rear-Admiral Arthur Cumming, C.L., in the command of the 
East India atation,

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THE ECLIPSE OF A MONARCHY. 

EVER since the days when HENRY the E1cHTH published 
a Royal tractate to confute the Lutheran heresies our 
reigning Sovercign has enjoyed the style and title of 
“‘ Defender of the Faith ;” but while officially the head of 
the Established Church it has been recognised as the duty 
of the King of England not to intermeddle personally with 
ecclesiastical affairs. A prerogative which his Ministers 
exercise in their master’s name, a formal title, and a 
nominal official supremacy, these make up the whole of 
the privileges which the Monarch derives from the State 
connection between our Church and our Crown. Far 
otherwise are the practice and usages of the Ruler of 
Siam! There, too, we find a State religion, an established 
clergy, and chief priests whom it is a part of the Royal 
Prerogative to appoint ; but the Monarch himself is no 
mere ecclesiastical puppet. One of the regal duties which 
has annually to be fulfilled consists in a peregrination to 
all the principal temples for the purpose of making offer- 
ings to the Priesthood. This custom has long been very 
well known ; we were, however, not quite prepared for a 
singular and striking episode,—carrying us back to the 
superstitions and devotion of medisval Europe—reported 
by the Siam Weekly Advertiser in October last. The first 
announcement we saw was as follows :— 


“ His Majesty the King of S1am entered the priesthood on 
“the 25th September, and will lay aside the priest's robes 
“onthe 10thinstant. Shortly after this we were informed 
“that his Majesty the Supreme King, having temporarily 
“resigned the crown and the throne to cumply with a 
“ venerated custom of the Siamese, and having remained a 
“ priest for fifteen days, became a layman at midnight on 
“ the 16th instant.” Lower down in the same paper an an- 
nouncement is added that the Royal Recluse will have to 
be re-crowned, for that “the rigid rules imposed upon 
“ Buddhists entering the priesthood require a complete 
“ abandonment of ail secular relations before they can be 
“ allowed to become priests. These ideas rigidly 
“ carried out would lead to the conclusion that while the 
“‘ King became a priest he ceased to be King, and an in- 
“ terregnum must have succeeded.” When they have read 
this, our readers will, as we believe, agree with us in 
thinking that Buddhism, cheerless as are many of its 
aspects, can by no means be numbered among tbe expiring 
creeds, but must rather be a living faith, potent to enchain 
the minds of votaries, otherwise most enlightened and 
deeply rooted in the convictions even of those who have 
received instruction in European language and science. 
This must undoubtedly be the case. 

The late King of Siam was tor twenty-seven years a 
priest; but then that was before he succeeded to the throne. 
It was from political motives that he decided to take this 
step, for he feared the hostility of his half-brother, who 
had just acquired the sovereignty, and he never, so far as 
we are aware, rejoined the priesthood when once he had 
exchanged the cloister for the crown. In the case of the 
present Monarch, a young man twenty-five years of age, or 
perhaps not as much, there appear to be no political com- 
plications, no reasons of State—or, as we might perhaps 
say, Statecraft—which led him to re-enter the monastic 
orler. Every man of respectability in Siam, even thoge 
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highest in rank—must wear the priestly garments during 
some few months of their lives ; hut this duty his Majesty 
had already discharged before his father’s decease. We do 
not believe in the venerated custom to which our Bangkok 
cotemporary has referred. He ought, doubtless, to be 
better informed on these points than ourselves, but for ail 
that, we have never hitherto heard of any precedent for 
this singular eclipse in the splendours of a Siamese King ; 
and we can only conclude that purely devotional influences 
induced his Majesty to “undeck his pompous body,” “to 
“ give the heavy weight from off his head, and the unwieldly 
“ sceptre from his hand.” 

Buddhism, as it has been remarked, makes it indis- 
pensable to fix and settle deeply in the mind its great 
dogma that all things which appear in creation are illusive 
and unreal, and hence unsubstantial, and that this lesson 
can only be learned by the most studious application of 
the thought, and by severe moral discipline in the way of 
self-denial. It is by self-mortification, self-abnegation, 
self-sacrifice that merit. in this life is to be obtained, and 
the greater the stock of merit acquired during the present 
existence the greater will be the perfection attained in 
those succeeding metempsychoses which are yet to come. 
This is the doctrine; and it must have been from an 
earnest desire to do something to carry the conception into 
practice, that the reigning King of Sram descended for 
three weeks from his throne, and retired into religious 
seclusion. The event will be seen to be all the more 
singular when we briefly picture the ceremony which has to 
be gone through by one who is to be enrolled among the 
priests. The candidate, carrying a yellow bundle of mo- 
nastic robes, presents himself before the twenty-five priests 
appointed to conduct the initiation Laying down his 
bundle he prostrates himself on his hands and knees, till 
his forehead touches the floor, at the feet of the chief- 
priest. Three such prostrations are made. Then taking 
up his bundle again, he repeats a certain catechism in 
Pali, and, this concluded, he retires, that the sacred raiment 
may be put on. A few more formule are recited, and the 
induction into the holy order has been completed. No 
priest is allowed to sleep out of the temple to which he is 
attached, except during a certain season in the year. 

The King of Stam not only went through some such 
rite as the one here described, but he continued for about 
three weeks in the priesthood, and it is interesting to reflect 
that in this circumstance we find a remarkable confutation 
of those writers who have described the Siamese rule as an 
unmixed despotism, depending upon the ipsi dixit of an 
irresponsible autocrat. The fact being that there are a 

eat many unvritten customs of State which are invio- 
ably observed ; there are also laws and ordinances which 
in all matters of importance are carefully carried out ; and, 
more particularly, there is a Supreme Council of State, 
without whose concurrence the Monarch cannot take a single 
really serious step, and who meet nightly for deliberation 
within the palace walls. Were the Government really as 
arbitrary as some have described it to be, it would have been 
impossible for the King to temporarily resign his regal 
functions. But, so far from that, ministerial organisation 
is complete, and there are controlling statesmen who really 
guide the helm, and who can conduct the business of the 
Empire for the three weeks’ interregnum, during which 
religion forbade them to make a single reference to the 
King. But, after all, the most curious incident connected 
with this matter is that there will have to be a fresh coro- 
nation. 

On the 13th November, 1868, his Majesty was crowned 
and enthroned with most elaborate and stately solemnities, 
and now it would seem that the necessary rites will have all 
to be gone through for a second time. In the West we are 
not accustomed to attach such minute importance to that 
which is purely ceremonial, and it is to be regretted that 
Asiatics cannot be brought to see things from the same 
common sense and practical view. Coronations are expen- 
sive luxuries (we could not get one done in England for 
less than £150,000), and when we remember that the 
Siamese authorities are anticipating a famine, we might 
hope that they would see their way to dispensing with a 
costly festival, wholly unsuited to the present disti 
condition of the people. But the fact is that Siamese, 
whether kings, councillors, or commoners, are clearly ad: 
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dicted to pageantry, masquerading, and display. The 
people love to gather together and idly gaze at the fire- 
works, processions, and puppet-shows on every possible op- 
portunity, the monarch delights in adoration, and his 
nobles and ladies pant to deck themselves in their showy 
silks and trot out their troops of retainers. Hence the 
yearly recurrence of some vast State festival, sometimes a 
cremation, sometimes a hair-cutting, or, failing these, a 
coronation. But there is a further motive for this usage. 
In spite of the heavy taxes with which the kingdom is 
burdened, it is often necessary to recruit the Royal purse 
with some fresh supplies, and the readiest mode of effect- 
ing this object is by means of a festival. This gives a pre- 
text for exacting contributions and presents from the 
Governors of outlying provinces, while the offerings made 
by the nobility resident at the Court or summoned to 
attend the spectacle form a most valuable source of re- 
venue. We rejoice to discover in the King of Stam a high 
sense of his religious dutics, and a desire to make merit by 
self-denial ; but we think also that he will make that merit 
best and show himself to be most self-denying if he avoids

nese Secretary of Legation at Peking, Mr. W. F. Mayers, 
to the hitherto unapproachable city of Nan-chang-fu. 
readers will remember that it was in this locality, a year 
or two since, that the Acting British Consul at Kiukiang, 
Mr. BABER, was attacked and assaulted, and we believe 
that Mr. MAYEr’s visit was made with a view to exacting 
an apology for the treatment Mr. Baner had met with. 
Mr. MAYERS was escorted by a British gunboat, which 
would find some difficulty, we apprehend, in winding its 
way through the tortuous channels of the Poyang Lake ; 
but, so far as we can learn, the man-of-war did actually get 
within easy reach of Nanchang, and anchored almost within 
sight of its walls. Whether the object of the visit was 
obtained or not we cannot say, but we believe that Mr. 
MAYERS was received with great cordiality and civility, 
and every disposition was shown by the authorities to 
efface the remembrance of their past misconduct. 


H.M. THE EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA received at the Im- 
perial Palace the Corps Diplomatique, the Austro- 
Hungarian officials, and those members of the several 
foreign Exhibition Commissions still present in Vienna, 
in order to receive congratulatory addresses on the occa- 
sion of the twenty-fifth anniversary of his reign. In 
tegard to the Exhibition Commissions H.M. first expressed 
in general terms his thanks for the part which all the Com- 
missioners had taken in furtherance of the aims of the 
Exhibition, and then moved round the circle addressing 
the several Commissions in turn. The Chinese Commission, 
which is now dispersed, was represented on the occasion 
by Mr. Commissioner DETRING, to whom H.M. addressed 
some complimentary and congratulatory remarks, thank- 
ing the Chinese Commission for the special interest which 
their collection had added to the Exhibition, and for 
the handsome gift of so large and varied a collection to the 
Austrian Museum. ; 


A SPECIAL telegram has appeared in a daily contem- 
porary stating that the German Government is_ busily 
engaged with preparations for despatching the ironclad 
Crown Prince, and the corvette Auguste, to protect German 
interests against Manila. This statement must be accepted 
with some amount of caution. The two vessels named 
were stated by our own correspondent some weeks since to 


be destined for the reinforcement of the German Fleet in 
China.

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The Laid of the White Elephant ; Sights and Scenes in Seuth 
Eastern Asia; a Personal Narrative of Travel and Adven- 
ture in Farther India, Embracing the Countries of Burma, 
Siam, Cambodia, and Cochin-China. By Frank Vincent, 
Jun. London: Sampson Low and Co, 1873. 

Mr. Vincent, an American, in the course of 1871 and 1872, de- 
voted nearly twelve months to travels in Indo-China. He went 
first to Rangoon, thence up the Irrawaddy to Mandalay (where 
he managed to geta back-stairs’ audience with the King of Ava), 
and returning to Moulincin he steamed down the Straits to Sin- 
gapore, spent a few days in that settlement, and then proceeded 
to Bangkok. In Siam he made an excursion to Pechaburi, and 
afterwards stayed a short time at the ruins in Cambodia, which 
it took him nineteen days of overland journeying to reach. 
Leaving these ruins he went down the Lake Thalay Sap to 

-anompin, interviewed the Cambodian potentate, and ii made 
his way to Saigon, at which place he bids adieu to his readers. 
We have every wish to give Mr. Vincent credit for in- 


| dustry and energy, but it is really impossible for us to 


regard his literary achievement as deserving more than mode- 
commendation. The author has told us nothing in 
his volume but what is cither already well-known to those

WE look with much interest and some impatience for an :

about Indo-China, Mr. Vincent understood nothing of the 
languages spoken in the places which he visited, and his stay 
was always too brief to adinit of his acquiring valuable informa- 
tion. His phrascology is often slipshod, and his statements in- 
correct. For example, he speaks more than once of the areca- 
palms as the betel nut trees, whereas he ought to have known 
that the term betel in strictness applies ouly to the sri vine, On 
page 77 he refers to the railway proposed by Captain Sprye, and 
he says that it would hardly prove a success, for “ were the route 
opened there would be the competition of easier and of course 
cheaper communication by water with Saigon.” It is difficult 
to understand how the author could have allowed this remark 
to get into print, when we compare it with the account he fur- 
nishes of the Mekong river on page 313 of his work. In that 
place he rightly tells his readers that no trade-route to China 
ean ever be opened up along the channels of the innavigable 


' Mekong. 


Again, on page 14, Mr. Vincent commits himself to the 
opinion that “on the whole the Birmese laws seem wise, and are 
evidently calculated to advance the interests of justice and 
morality.” If the allusion is to the written code, the Dharma- 
padam, we can only say that such an antique and incomplete 
compilation must fall very short of the requirements of modern 
days, even among Orientals ; and if he merely refers to the 
native administration of justice, then we are surprised to find 
him so severely condemning it a little further on (see page 63). 
Such generalisations as these are to be found fault with because 
the writer made tuo short a sojourn in the country to get more 
than a superficial acquaintance with it. Not a note or reference 
is furnished throughout the work, yet we could have wished to 
learn whence Mr. Vincent got authority for such an assertion as 
this (page 83). None of the Burmese kings have resided at 
Prome since 1000 Bc. Is it known that a king of Birma existed 
at all at that date? On page 113 we are told that “sago is the 
pith of a tree called the sago palm,” and this Mr, Vincent says 
is one of the things not generally known. He need not have 
travelled all the way to Singapore to bring that fact home for 
us. His inexperience leads him again astray in what he has to 
relate about Siam. Thus, he describes, the Bangkok Bar as 
“almost impassable,” and says that the Siamese object to 
dredging a channel. The Siamese Government have already 
built a lighthouse, to aid vessels in crossing this by no means 
“impassable” bar; but the structure is useless, or nearly so, 
because the foreign Consuls stand upon their Treaty rights, 
and cannot be prevailed upon to give a unanimous assent 
to levying a light-house due upon the ships of the flags which 
they respectively represent. Tence the lighthouse remains un- 
lit ; for the Siamese object to see their own merchants bearing the 
entire expense, For a similar reason the bar cannot be dredged. 
The Government at Bangkok do not object, but the question so 
often asked in London is asked there as well, viz. : “ Who is to 
pay!’ We findanother inaccuracy on page 124. There the author 
relates that the King of Siam has recently turned all the priests 
of a particular temple adrift to earn an honest living by hard 
work instead of begging. ‘That his Majestry may have had 
some reason for temporarily shutting up the Sanctuary referred 
to we will not deny, but only two months back that very same 
monarch put on a priest’s robes himself for the second time ; he 
is a Buddhist of the Buddhists, believing it right for priests to 
live by alms and not by labour, and he would most certainly 
never turn one single bouze adrift on any such pretence. 

It is perhaps not so surprising that our author should have 
been puzzled to account for the existence of two kings in Siam 
in preference to a single ruler, This has been a riddle to others 
as well as to him. The true explanation of the institution is that 
in order to avoid the rebellions which have occurred in old days 
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when the throne was vacant, two kings are appointed and 
crowned instead of one. The major Monarch rules the country, 
the subordinate Sovereign enjoys regal honours, and will succeed 
at once to the vacant throne in case his superior should die. But 
if the second king is the first to decease his throne is not filled 
up till both crowns are vacant. 

As to the ruins of Ongur, Mr. Vincent gets into hopeless con- 
fusion ; but we have no space to point out his errors here. 
The illustrations form the most attractive element of his volume. 
Some of these are excellent, and wherever a likeness is fur- 
nished the features are always very faithfully reproduced. On 
the whole, we think that “The Land of the White Elephant” 
is a work which will find a wider circulation in America than in 
this country ; but nowhere will anyone who has resided in 
Eastern India or China attach much value to its contents. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsura, Dec. 23. 

I learn from good authority that the negotiations that have been 
pending for some time between the German Empire and Japan for a 
revision of the Treaty of Commerce of the 24th January, 1861, have 
now arrived at such a favourable stage that the German Plenipoten- 
tiary in Japan is now cugaged in preparing the draft of the new treaty, 
which, it is understood, will contain some very valuable concessions on 
the part of the Japanese Government. 

The pecuniary means for the establishment of a German Consulate 
at Foochow having been placed on the estimates for 1873 and passed 
the ordeal of Parliamentary diseussion last session without exciting 
any opposition, the question has been raised among the China mer- 
chants in this city whether it would not be more for the interests of 
German trade and navigation to remove the seat of the Consulate from 
Foochow to Amoy, as the latter is growing into a port of considerable 
consequence. Inquiries on the subject at Berlin had Jed to the result 
that Dr. Krauel, the acting Consul at Foochow, whose definitive ap- 
pointment as permanent Consul there is understood to have been 
decided on as the right man in the right place, received instructions to 
proceed to Amoy, and to report from personal observation and informa- 
tion obtained on the spot as to the expediency and desirability of 
making such change. Having complied with his instructions, Dr. Krauel 
has now sent in a report to the Prince-Chancellor, in which he ex- 
presses' himself most decidedly in favour of removing the Consulate to 
Amoy, and for the immediate execution of the plan he proposes the pur- 
chase of two adjoining pluts of land, with the buildings already erected 
on them, which are quite adequate for the requirements of the Consu- 
late for some time to come, and may be bought for about 12,000 
Mexican dollars. These plots of land, like those on which the Consu- 
lates of Great Britain, the United States, and Spain are built, are 
situate on the little island of Koo-lung-su, opposite the town of Amoy, 
and the favourite residence of the fureign merchants, who have their 
counting-houses and warehouses on the town side, near the Custom- 
house on the quay, the ships loading and discharging cargo between 
the quay and the above-mentioned island. The acquisition of these 
plots of land appears to be the more desirable, as the existing buildings 
on one of them might serve as the residence of the Consul and his in- 
terpreter, whilst the other could easily be fitted up for the offices and 
Consular Court. It is also to be recommended both on account of its 
central situation and on the score of economy, as no adequate accom- 
modation for a Consulate could be rented for less than $1,800 per annum, 
The report further states, in support of the project, that the possession 
of a proper locality for the Consulate would tend much to raise the 
German Empire in the estimation of the Chinese native population. It 
is also to be observed that sume time ago it was proposed by the Ger- 
man Ambassador at Peking to appoint a Consul at Amoy, on account 
of the growing importance of that place for the commercial interests of 
the Empire. As the lease of Dr. Krauel’s premises at Foochow expires 
on the 15th of April next, and a delay in the purchase of the houses at 
Amoy might jeopardise the whole arrangement, and as, moreover, the 
removal of the Consulate from Foochow to Amvy docs not involve any 
increase in the number of Consulates, or the persens employed in them, 
as settled by Act of Parliament, Prince Bismark sees no objection to 
the purehase, with the reservation of the right of veto on the part of 
the German Parliament, to be asked for in the next session, and has 
sent a message in this sense to the Bundesrath, requesting an inti- 
mation of their approval. 

The term for the general elections of members of the new triennial 
German Parliament is now drawing very near, and some alteration has 
been ive in the list of candidates for this city. The return of Dr. 
Wolftson for the First District appears certain, and he will probably 
walk over the course without opposition, Dr. Banks had intimated his 
intention of declining to come forward as a candidate, but has been 
persuaded by his friends to let himself be put in nomination as member 
for the Second Electoral District, which will probably involve the re- 
tirement of Herr Zacharias from the contest. As for the Third Dis- 
trict, it is not yet decided if Dr. Embden, the Secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, will go to the poll, a very strong political party here 
—the so-called Social Demmocrats-—being determined to move heaven 
and earth to bring in one of their working-men, who rejoices in the not 
uncommon name of Schmidt, and who will probably feel like a fish 
out of water when he takes the oaths and his seat in Parliament. 

At Bremen, which with its population of less than 100,000 souls is 
entitled by the constitution to return only one member, a violent Iat- 
tle is being waged between the friends and supporters of Herr H. H. 
Meier, the chairman of the North-German Lloyd Steam Company, and 
Herr Mosle, the late sitting member ; and whilst they are squabbling 
over the merits of their respective candidates, a new man has come 
forward us the representative of the working classes. He is not a 
Bremen-lon citizen, but a native of Iscrluhn, in Westphalia, and his 
name is Tolcke, 
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At Berlin the general interest for the last week or two has been con- 
centrated on the proceedings of the Prussian Chambers and their de- 
bates on the proposed law for making civil marriages compulsory, 
brought in by the Government, as the consent of the King was finally 
obtained after much vacillation, fomented, it is said, by the ladies of 
the Court, who for some reason or other, or perhaps no particular reason 
at all, have a violent antipathy to civil marriages, or it may be that they 
understand civil as the antithesis of military, for the confusion of ideas 
on the subject is very general. As an instance of this I may here men- 
tion that during the late debate a member of the Second Chamber 
mored as an amendment to clause 35 that when the betrothed couple 
should have made the usual declaration, the Registrar should have the 
power to declare them to be man and wife “in the name of the King.” 
The measure has been passed without any important alterations in the 
Bill ; the only point that created anything like opposition was clause 6, 
allowing clergymen to keep the registers ; but the explanation that in 
many country villages and agricultural districts it would be difficult, if 
not impossible, to find any other duly qualified persons for the office, 
was deemed satisfactory, and the Bill was read a third time and passed. 
It is now going through the ordeal of a debate in the Herrenhaus. 

The Finance Department in this city give notice that a certain num- 
ber of gold ten-mark pieces of the new currency have been coined for 
them with the City Arms, which they are prepared to sell in lots not 
exceeding sixty to one house at the same price in exchange for silver 
thalers. They are intended to supersede the former Hamburg gold 
ducats, and are about the same value, which are much used at Christ- 
mas by the merchants here, who distribute them as presents to their 
clerks and bookkeepers. 

COMMERCIAL, 

There is but little to say about the markets, which are inactive at 
this holiday season of the year. Tea is firm, and the holders of black 
have withdrawn their samples and keep out of the market. The fol- 
lowing parcels, shortly expected per steamer Sylvia, from Shanghai, 
have been sold for delivery on arrival :—75 packages of Tonkay, 127 
ditto Haysan, and 371 ditto Imperial. No transactions in Rice worth 
recording, but prices are well supported. There has been a fair de- 
mand for Cassia Lignea and Black Pepper at former quotations. No 
sales of Spelter, and prices purely nominal. Star Annis shows a de- 
cided tendency to recede.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerpDam, Dec. 18. 

At last the Minister of the Naval Department bas been subjected to 
a vote of want of confidence. As I recently stated, the Budgets of 
Foreign Affiirs, Home Affairs, and Justice were carried by large majoritics, 
but that of Mr. Broex, the quasi-statesman, who went through thick 
and thin with any party which happened to hold the reins of Govern- 
ment, was rejected by thirty-seven against thirty votes. And I think, not 
without reason. The Minister who had secured for himself a rich pension 
for his services as a naval officer has brought our navy to a deplorable 
state. Our wooden men-of-war are not seaworthy, and the ironclads 
are scarcely in a better condition. The Minister has done nothing to pro- 
mote the interests of the navy, although millions have been spent during 
his term of office. That his budget has been rejected does not there- 
fore seem surprising, but Iam astonished that only four Liberals voted 
with the Opposition. It had been better if an enormous adverse 
majority had obliged him to resign his portfolio. The small majority, 
thirty-seven against thirty, looks very much like a sacrifice of princi- 
ples, as if the members said, “We do not vote against you, because 
you are a member of a Liberal Cabinet.” It is possible that the King 
will accept “ with much regret” his resignation, in which event he will 
he discharged from every responsibility regarding events which may 
occur in Atchin waters. [need not add that there is not the least oppo- 
sition to granting the credits which were asked by him, it is only his mis- 
management that is complained of, to which must be ascribed our first 
echee in the miserable and impolitic war with the Sultan of Atchin. It is 
well known that Mr. Fransen van de Putte was disinclined to organise 
a military expedition, and preferred that a naval force should be sent 
to Atchin to bombard the fortresses on the coast. But there were no 
men-of-war at disposal, and Mr. Broex, to defend himself against the 
accusations which were made against him at the time, said that “ if 
the Govermmnent had informed me about the probability of this war 
with Atchin and what was wanted for it, I should have asked imme- 
diately for my dismiss And when the Chamber reproached hin 
with the fact of our navy being in such a very deplorable condition, 
he answered : —“ It is not my fault, but yours: fur five years you have 
been content with my budget.” These answers, I think, characterise 
the man. It will be very difficult to find a successor, supposing that 
he resigns. And not without reason. Our wooden ships are quite 
unfit for use ; of the twenty-one vessels remaining in Europe, only 
four are at all available; the five new floating batteries must be 
broken up because they are quite useless, and of the twenty-seven men- 
of-war now stationary in Java only seventecn are seaworthy. The 
Djanbi was sent there, but could not reach her destination because she 
was found utterly unseaworthy, These are deplorable facta indeed. 
But it is not only so with the navy; much the same may be said of 
our means of military defence. Millions are thrown away year after 
year—and if we should be invelved in a war we could not defend 
ourselyes with any chance of success. Our statesinen seem to have no 
energy or talent. They maintain the scandalous squeezing system 
in our Kast Iulia colonies only to throw the money derived therefrom 
out of the window. 

After anxiously waiting for telegraphic news about the second mili- 
tary expedition a Reuter’s telegram has been followed by an “ official ” 
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despatch, which perhaps would never have been published if the Sin- 
gaporo agent of “the right hand of the Shah of Persia” had not been 
indiscreet. That “ official despatch” somewhat resembles those famous 
telegrams which were wired by the King of Prussia to Berlin during 
the war with France! We are still, however, very much astonished 
that the landing of the expedition was so long delayed. Why? Did 
the cholera prevail to such an extent on board our vessela, or was the 
Government unable to secure the necessary steamers for the transport 
service? We cannot answer these questions, but the general opinion 
here is that the second expedition has, like the first, arrived too late, 
and that it will be thwarted, like the first, by the rainy season. 

In the Second Chamber the debate is being continued upon the 
Budget of the Financial Department. There is an enormous opposition 
a pour cause. Mr. Van Delden, the man of whom great expectations 
were entertained, who promised a complete reform of our system of 
taxation, has done nothing. There is evidently ‘“ something rotten ” 
in the Cabinet, and, let me add, in the whole organisation of the 
Liberal party. 

The condition of mercantile affairs improves gradually. 
return of the Bank was again somewhat better, and no failures of any 
importance have taken place. Trade is, however, quiet, as is usually 
the case when the “dark days” preceding Christinas have sct in. In 
the meantime we enjoy weather as mild as if we werein April. Happily 
this has exercised no bad influence upon our sanitary condition, which 
is as good as it can be, some few cases of cholera, which have 
occurred in several towns, excepted. 

In consequence of the vote of the Second Chamber rejecting the 
Navy estimates, the Minister of Marine has tendered his resignation, 
which has been accepted by the King. The Colonial Minister has been 
entrusted ad interim with the direction of the post. 

The Budget of the War Departinent has been carried in the Second 
Chamber. The expenditure is stated at £.17,197,237, but, as was 
stated during the discussions, this will involve other expenses to the 
amount of five or six millions. 

The statue of Jan Pieters Zoon Koen is now ready, and I hear that 
it will be shipped by one of the steamers of the Java Company, the 
managers of which offered to transport it free of cost. 


Rotrerpay, Dec. 24. 

The Members of the Second Chamber have finished their discussion 
of the Estimates for 1874, and have left the Hague for the Christmas 
recess, In the meantime, the First Chamber has met for the despatch 
of business, but of course they cannot deal with the Budget before 
the Ist of January, notwithstanding that the Constitutional Law pre- 
scribes it—so much “national time” is expended in the Lower House 
in useless discussion. Happily the debate in the Second Chamber upon 
the Colonial Budget, the last one with which the members dealt, was 
very short. After the Minister had communicated a favourable tele- 
gram about the success of the second Atchin expedition, Mr. Nierstrasz, 
who seems to have beoume the chief mouth-piece of the Opposition, 
who are still without an acknowledged leader, attacked the Minister 
about that war. He urged that the Government should state the real 
cause of thedispute with Atchin. Parliament had granted themoney, and 
surely the members hada right to know all about the quarrel. He foretold 
that if we should succeed in establishing our authority over the Empire, 
our task would only then begin, for we should be called upon to fulfil 
obligations which we could not carry out. Mr. Nierstrasz finished his 
speech with a series of remarks upon several minor Government measures. 

r. C. van Nispen was somewhat calmer ; he is too religious a man to be- 
come excited. He protested against so much money being spent year 
after year upon our colonies ; he protested also against the newly in- 
troduced regulations of the coffee culture in the Preanger regencies, 
but he approved of the policy which had caused measures to be taken 
to improve the morality of the natives, whilst the Liberal press had 
done everything to prevent the spread of Christianity. Mr.’van Nispen 
was backed by Mr. Teding, who urged that the true policy in Java was 
the maintenance of Christianity. Mr. Jacob was of opinion that the 
desideratum for Java was a strict censorship over the press. The law 
ought on this point to be as sharp as possible. The Government had 
already been compelled to adopt some rigorous measures a3 regards 
journalists, but more determined action was still required. Ie would 
not say anything against the general ae of the Cabinet, but 
would give his vote in favour of the Budget, because it would be use- 
less to provoke another Ministerial crisis. The most talkative member of 
the whole Chamber was the next speaker. I mean Mr. Wintgens, who, 
though he protested against the enormous waste of national time, ne- 
- vertheless dealt once more in. extenso with our colonial policy. He pro- 
tested against the enervation of our statesmen, who, he thought, were 
in duty bound to apply energetic measures against the spreading of 
Mohammedan fanaticism, though he somewhat illogically deprecated 
the war against Atchin, which he compared to the expedition of France 
against Mexico. He made the Government answerable for what he calls 
this “ incomprehensible” war—incomprehensible in that the Members 
of Parliamcut were still without information as to its origin. Measrs. 
Haffmans and Van den Bergh closed the debate. Not one unofficial 
member of the Liberal party stood up to defend the policy of the 
Cabinet. Mr. Fransen van de Putte charged himself with the task, 
and he acquitted himself most ably. He spoke with much agitation 
and earnestness, denied that he was a promoter of favouritism and 
nepotism, declared that the somewhat arbitrary measures which had 
been taken by him were justified by necessity, the Cabinet had always 
been homogencous, he made himself wholly responsible for the state of 
the navy in Java, declared himself in favour of liberty of the press in 
Java, and stated that the State Council was now considering the ad- 








visability of a revision of the Colonial Press Law. He complained of | 


the conduct of the Opposition members, who, he said, seemed to have 
done their best to create a “ difficulty” between Holland and Turkey. 
Finally, he assured the Chamber that the Government had been com- 
pelled to declare war with Atchin to prevent our position in Sumatra 
being destroyed agit had been in Sarawak. Mr. Van de Putte won the 
battle, his Budget being carried by 46 against 17—I scarcely need add 
to the great disappointment of the leading Conservative papers, who 
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have ever since been complaining about “ the faint-heartedness” of the 
Opposition. 

The Minister of the Naval Department, Mr. Brocx, has resigned, and 
the Minister of the Colonial Department has been charged, ad interim, 
with the Portfolio. We are now very anxious to know who will be the 
courageous man who dares accept the office with the bona fide intention 
of reorganising our navy. I, however, would not be greatly surprised 
if some naval officer accepted the Portfolio and succeeded in remaining 
several years in office, soothing Parliament with promises. This has 
been the programme hitherto. Let me add that the Liberal papers 
hold Mr. Brocx up as a martyr ; as the scapegoat of the Chambers, who 
are really alone responsible for the very bad condition of the navy, but 
the public in general refuse to accept the assertion. They hold with 
Mr. Fabius that the Minister had done nothing during his five-and-a- 
half years’ of office to improve our naval force. 

The papers give publicity to a controversy between Measrs. de Bordes 
and Stieltje’s about the extension of railways in Java. Mr. Stieltjes 
objects seriously to the Government guaranteeing the payment of 
interest for any lengthened period. 

The screw steamer Pontianak, built at Amsterdam for the East India 
service, is now complete, having been launched successfully the day 
before yesterday. 

The Handelsblad contains a correspondence, in which all those who 
take passage by the steamers of the Java Company are warned to take 
oy that all stipulations they agree upon are inserted in their contract 
tickets. 

Mr. Herman Otto Van der Linden has published a small book, enti- 
tled “Banca and its Inhabitants,” wherein he supports the request 
which some of the inhabitants of that place addressed to the King to 


' form one community of the islands under a local Government, to be 


administered by the inhabitants themselves. This would be quite a 
new experiment in the East. Ido not think the proposal is likely to 
be carried out. 

Some time ago I told you that everywhere throughout the country 
preparations are being made to celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the King's accessiun to the Throne, which will occur in May next. 
I now hear that the army will present to his Majesty on the occasion a 
silver allegorical monument—a statuctte of Mars. 

Our Roman Catholics have contributed £.7,000 on behalf of their 
persecuted Bishops in Switzerland. 

The Duyblad mentions a rumour that Mr. Fransen van de Putte 
would not refuse to accept definitively the post of Minister of Marine. 

PRODUCE MARKETS, 

Correr.—The market has remained firm, and 65ce. is now willingly 
paid for good ordinary Java. Holders even declined to operate without 
a further advance of 1c., after some important parcels had changed 
hands, 

Raw SuGar is rather dull, and transactions have becn of no import- 
ance. Only two small lots have been sold, No. 104 at £262; and No. 
11} at £.28}. 

Tra.—Notwithstanding that prices remain very firm, only a small 
business has been done. The trade is waiting for two cargoes from 
China, comprising about 6,000 chests. 

Rict meets with a good demand, but holders decline to operate at 
quotations ; 3,855 bags Java Boedja Radja table, ex Wyberton, have 
been sold at secret but firm prices. 

Spices dull, and quotations nominal. The stock of Pepper is totally 
exhausted in the first hands ; the last lots at disposal were sold at 414 
to 42c. 

Tosacco (Java).—The arrivals of late have been very important, but 
there are no transactions to report. 

Java Vanitus.—aA small parcel has changed hands ; the price paid 
did not transpire. 

InpIGo meets with a lively demand. About 130 chests have been 
sold, but holders decline to operate without an advance on late prices. 

Tix.—The position of this article is most favourable. An important 
business has been done in Banca, at f.71 to £.72, whilst floating parcels 
Billiton have realised £.69 to £.7]. The result of the auction which was 
held at Batavia on the 15th inst., when 10,000 piculs wero sold, at an 
average price of f.75.27, has had a very good influence. 

Gambien.—a lot of about 50,000 kilo, has been sold by private ten- 
der.

BELGIUM. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Brussers, Drc. 10. 

The Government has addressed to the Central Section charged with 
the examination of the Budget a note, of which the fullowing are the 
outlines :—The Chambers have voted the necessary credits for the 
establishment of two distinct legatiuns in Japan and China. Ambas- 
sadors and merchants from Japan have since visited Belgium and the 
principal commercial and industrial centres. Our representatives have 
been made acquainted with the national peculiaritics of the people with 
whom they have to reside, and numerous publications draw daily atten- 
tion to the affairs of Japan and China, These being the facts, the 
Government does not deem it necessary to prove further the importance 
of the commercial relations with the Far East. 
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Japan is rich in mincrals ; these mines are fit for exploration. Public 
works, telegraphs, railways, &c., are projected ; the towns are to be re- 
built in European style. Important concessions can be obtained, but 
it is necessary in the first place that the country should be well known, 
and, therefore, it will be of the greatest importance that an engineer 
be appointed to act with the diplomatic agent. 

In China things are not so advanced, but the country offers still more 
chance for success. The mines are very rich ; gold, silver, copper, and 
tin are in abundance, and the coalfields are almost inexhaustible ; they 
extend 127,000 square miles (some say 400,000 miles), whilst the coal 
fields of England cover only 12,000 miles. The population of China is 
very dense, several provinces have from twenty to forty million inha- 
bitants. The total population is about three hundred and sixty millions. 
There is a rich fiold for the development of our trade, and our in- 
dustry can be turned to good account in the construction of public 
works. The competition between the industrial cstablishments in 
Europe becomes more difficult every day, so that new sources must be 
found, and they can be found in the Far Kast. But if these endeavours 
are to be crowned with success, it will be very necessary to appoint an 
engineer who will act in accordance with the diplomatic agent at Yedo 
or Peking. The question is not only the opening up of the Chinese 
market, but the consideration of several obstacles which must be van- 
quished. Belgium must compete with other nations. Foreign nations 
are not only represented by diplomatic agents and consuls, but also by 
engineers. The Belgian Government therefore thinks that it is neces- 
sary to forward to China and Japan two engineers, and asks a credit of 
£.25,000 for this purpose. 

This note has been received with much approval, and makes a very 
good impression in our commercial and industrial circles. 











PORTUGAL. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, Dec. 5. 

The 1st inst. was the anniversary of the restoration of the indepen- 
dence of Portugal. We were delivered from the yoke of the Spaniards 
two hundred and thirty-three years back, and the day was celclrated 
by various demonstrations, including a Te Deum, which was chanted in 
several churches. The King, the Ministry, and the members of the 
municipality attended church. At night there was a grand illumination, 
and the bands of associations marched through the streets playing the 
hymn of Independence. This commemoration was effected without 
any unpleasant occurrence. The spirit of liberty seemed the upper- 
moat feeling in the ninds of the people. 

As I said in my last, the Government had resolved to send to the 
London Exhibition next April some specimens of the best Portuguese 
wines, and for this purpose an invitation was addressed to the husband- 
men of the country through the first authoritics in the provinces. 
According to the invitation, it was necessary that the specimens should 
be sent to Lisbon by the 15th inst. in barrels containing the quantity 
required. The idea of the Government is very laudable, for they 
wish to exhibit our wines, and by this means encourage our husband- 
men. The authorities in reply to the invitation convey the intelligence 
that owing to the difficulty of sending large quantities of wine the 
wine producers do not care to supply any. I am sure that the invita- 
tion made by the English Government and accepted by ours cannot be 
carried out for the next Exhibition in sight of these difficulties. They 
say that the budget which will be forwarded to the Cortes upon the 
occasion of its opening next January will show a surplus of some 
thousands of pounds, which will be employed to increase the salary of those 
officials who need an increase, as well as to pay the ancient debts of the 
Government. Both these ideas are good ones, and will doubtless be 
carried out so soon as the Government are in the position to execute 
them. As the receipts of the State have increased very much, and 
commerce flourishes, the Ministry propose to pay the ancient debts by 
degrees, according to the resources of the Treasury. 





Ronetary and Commercial. 





In the general produce markets, owing to the holidays, there 
have been no features of interest. Sales of coffee have been effected 
at rather higher rates, both on the spot and for arrival. The 
steamer Fenellu, from Colombo, brings the first supply of the 
new season's growth received in quantity. Three vessels have 
also been reported with last year’s growth. The sugar market 
remains inactive, but prices are unchanged. There has been 
sume business in rice at about the recent decline. Messrs. She- 
pard, Harrison and Rehden’s Tea Circular says :— 

A very firm tone had ruled since 10th inst., and for the time of year 
transactions have been on a large scale, the demand being chiefly for 
black-leafs at 1s. to 18. 6d. per 1b., but the comparative scarcity has 
caused attention to red-leafs, the liberal supplies, ex sailing ships, 
chiefly first crop leaf, realising full rates. Fine black-leaf is scarce, but 
of Kaisow there is a full supply held by importers. Telegrams from 
China to 18th current report supplies at the shipping ports nearly 
finished. The Continental shipping trade has been inactive, but there 
had been an improved inquiry for the New York market, without, how- 
ever, leading ty much business, owing to advancing prices and de- 
ercased supplies of fine quality. 

The Manchester Market has heen weaker in tone, and prices 
generally have been barely supported. The large receipts of 
cotton at the American ports, and the approach of the holidays, 
account in some degree for the inactivity. Under the cireum- 
stances prstuces have not unduly pressed sales, they having 
preferred to take the chance of a revival in demand after the 
turn of the year. 
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The mail service between Europe and America is about to be 
greatly accelerated. We learn by a telegram from New York that 
the American Postmaster-General has made arrangements for the 
despatch of four mails weekly for Europe, but by which vessels 
they are to be conveyed is not stated. 


A testimonial, consisting of a silver salver and £100, has been 
presented to Mr. W. L. Wheatley, a gentleman well known to the 
China silk trade.

The Paris Semaine Financiere states that the Suez Canal Com- 
pany will persist in contesting the competency of the Inter- 
national Tonnage Commission, and the validity of any modifica- 
tions which it may introduce in their contract without their con- 
sent. 

The Amoor River Navigation Company, St. Petersburg, an- 
nounce that the half-yearly interest on the issue of £210,000 Six 
per Cent. Bonds due Ist Jan. next, will be paid on and after 
that date at the counting-house of Messrs. Schroder and Co., 
Leadenhall-street. 

At the forty-eighth annual meeting of the National Bank of 
Scotland, held at Edinburgh, the profits of the official year were 
declared at £199,010 14s. 6d., after providing for all bad or 
doubtful debts, depreciation of property, &. The ordinary 
dividend of 13 per cent. was declared, and also an extra dividend 
or bonus of 3 per cent. for the year, both free of income-tax ;

NEW YORK MARKET REPORT.

TEA. 

Messrs. de Cordova and Sons’ Report of the market says :—Under 
the favourable influence of gradual but steady improvement in financial 
affairs, the scarcity of teas in dealers’ hands and in the markets of the 
interior has, within the past few days, declared itself in the form of a 
quite active demand, limited, however, to certain grades, as hereinafter 
particularised. Greens.—The demand has been fairly active for choice 
teas, which may be quoted in advance 2c. gold per Ib., and are firmly 
held. Mcdium and common goods in Hoochow and Pingsuey leaf are 
entircly neglected. An auction sale of Pingsueys was held yesterday, 
at which the prices were as irregular as auction prices usually are, the 
best grades selling unusually low. Oolongs.—New crop teas move very 
slowly, at prices which leave losses on the cost of importation. Old 
crop invoices could be gold at 20c. gold, and perhaps a trifle better, but 
owners are wisely holding them off of the market for the present. The 
market has been fully stocked with Tamsui sorts, and prices are in very 
heavy decline from opening figures. Japans.—Strictly good medium to 
fine teas are in request at about previous prices, which holders firmly 
maintain. Choice and common teas are extremely dull. 

The general circumstances of the market, as detailed above and in 
our previous circulars, favour the belief that prices of all teas here are 
as low to-day as they are likely to be at any future time of this season 
—unforeseen disturbing causes excepted. Opinions are divided on the 
probability of a reimposition, by the Congress now in seasion, of a duty 
on direct importation of tea. It seldom és possible to predict what 
that remarkable body will do in fiscal matters.
